First, sight was lost, then 
speech, then motion of the neck, then mo¬ 
tion of the arms, and so on throughout 
the body, and he lay for a week unable 
to move or make a sign, save a pitiful, 
tongueless, inarticulate sound, which 
sometimes rose to almost frantic effort, 
all-in vain, to make known what ho wish¬ 
ed to mike known to his family or 
friends—for his consciousness and mental 
faculties .were left unimpaired till within 
two hours of the last, to aggravate to 
the uttermost the horror of his situation 
—a living soul in a dead body. The 
sense of hearing was left unimpared, so 
he was conscious of all around him, while 
as incapable of communication with them 
as if dead, save by a slight gign of assent 
or dissent to a question. The doctors 
were fully agreed that tobacco was the 
solo cause of this stroke.”' 

Dr. F. D. Daney, of Holly Springs, 
Miss., writes that as medical examiner 
for life insurance companies, he had oc¬ 
casion to observe the terrible effects of 
tobacco upon the constitutions of young 
men who apply for policies. He says he 
has found more functional diseases of the 
heart and nervous derangements than he 
supposed really existed. l[e could trace 
these troubles to the use of tobacco in

Tuesday afternoon a fire broke out on 
Fourth avenue and Polk street, Chicago, 
and burned thenco north through the 
heart of the city, destroying many val¬ 
uable buildings on Wabash avenue, and 
burning over a section four blocks in 
width and half a milo in length.

Montgomery, Ala., May 22,1874. 

We bade farewell to Birmingham, the 
hospitable “Magic City,” Friday, May 22, 
at 6:30, and started for Selma by way of 
the Selma, Rome and Dalton Railroad, 
a distance of about 75 miles. We took 
breakfast at Calera, where we had to 
change cars for Selma. Here our loco¬ 
motive, which had been doing us such 
good service for tbe past three days, left 
us. But there was another in readiness, 
decorated by the ladies of Selma with 
evergreens, flowers and the Stars and 
Stripes. It also had two banners, on 
which were inscribed, “Welcome to the 
Central City. ” ‘ ‘Selma greets her Friends. ” 

On our way to Selma, as the train 
halted at one of the stations, we picked 
ripe blackberries and saw oats in shock. 
Approaching Selma we enter tbe great 
“cotton belt,” famous throughout the 
South." Before the war, land in this sec¬ 
tion sold for $100 per acre ; now, we are 
told, the best of it can be bought for $15 
or $20 per acre. During our trip to 
Selma, we saw gangs of colored men 
working in the cotton fields. The cot¬ 
ton plant was just appearing above the 
surface, early floods having deluged it3 
grounds. . _ 

On our arrival at Selma, about 11 a. 
m., we were met by a large delegation of 
citizens, and carriages to convey us to 
the Koyle House, and a band of music, 
composed of colored men, led the pra- 
1 cession. Flags wf rPi from 

some ot the buildings, and tbe streets 
were lined with people. The fire com¬ 
panies came out and made a fine display. 
There were three fire engines, two of 
which were worked by steam. Both 
whites and blacks belong to the fire com¬ 
panies, and we were told that they get 
along very pleasantly together. While 
on the piazza of the hotel, listening to 
the music, we were introduced to the 
Mayor, Hon. John Hardee, brother of 
Gen. Hardee, whose home was in Selma. 
Mayor Hardee is an old printer. Speak¬ 
ing of the South, he said : “We need new 
fonts, new impressions, and new rules.” 
lie said we want Northern men to come 
here with capital, energy and new ideas 
to help develop our great resources. Mr. 
Hardee introduced us to Hon. B. S. 
Turner, colored ex-member of Congress, 
to a colored member of Assembly, and a 
colored member of the City Council. 
They were fine-appearing men, and look¬ 
ed quite intelligent. 

About 1 o’clock a banquet was given 
at Gilman Hall by the Common Council 
and Board of Trade. The tables were 
loaded with everything that could tempt 
the appetite. About 300 partook of the 
elegant entertainment. The band was 
stationed on a round platform at one end 
of the hall and discoursed sweet music ; 
in the center of the room was an im¬ 
mense pyramid of plants and flower* ar¬ 
rayed with elegant taste, and which filled 
the room with fragrance. Addresses of 
of Welcome were delivered by the Mayor 
and Mr. Woolsey, President of the Board 
of Trade and responded to on behalf of 
the New York Association by Messrs. 
Winegar, Hamlin and Wilmas. After 
the banquet we visited the Masonic Hall, 
which is fitted up in a very handsome 
style. We also saw the process of com¬ 
pressing cotton, which is quite interest- 
process bales of cotton five 

een inches in thickness by an engine 
operating a hydraulic press, exerting 
3000 lbs. to the square inch. Six ne¬ 
groes were attending the compress, and 

while at work they favored the excur¬ 
sionists with some amusing plantation 
songs. 

Selma is situated on the Alabama 
river, contains about 8000 inhabitants, 
and is quite an active, stirring place. 
Six railroads terminate here. Wilson 
c:ime upon it during the war with ten 
thousand Union troops, took it, burned the 
arsenal, foundries, rolling mills, ware¬ 
houses filled with military stores, and 
150 private busiuess institutions and 
residences were destroyed. The city is 
rapidly recovering from the loss—al¬ 
ready some important works are in 
operation, among which is a large car- 
wheel manufactoiy, owned by Mr. Geo. 
Ponrock, who kindly accompanied the 
the exclusion ists quite a long distance, 
and is oneof the most genial, best-hearted 
Englishmen we ever met with. Selina 
is in the center of a great cotton belt, and 
its cotton shipments in 1872 were 85,- 
000 bales. A bale weighs about 500 
pounds, and now sells for about $80. A 
fair crop of cotton averages one bale to 
three acres, though the best land will, 
under favorable circumstances, yield a 
bale to the acre. Cotton, we were told, 
costs the producer about ton cents per 
jjound, including lalx>r and everything 
necessary fdr producing it and getting it 
to market. For the past two years the 
cotton crop has been quite poor, and as 
nearly all the land was devoted to the 
culture of this ' one staple, a failure of 
that is disastrous, provisions having to 
be procured from the North, and there 
being no commodity to send in exchange. 
The peoplo have now learned not to de¬ 
pend on cotton alone—most all plant a 
variety. Vast quantities of com will 
be raised in Alabama this year. 

Alabama possesses almost illimitable 
resources, and although at present njuch 
depressed, she will ultimately become a 
populous and highly prosperous State; 

In' a talk with one of the prominent 
citizens of Selma, he said : “Wo don’t 
want slavery any more; what we 
want is Northern enterprise, Northern

No ordinary occasion would have 
drawn so many ef us to this distance from 
the sphere of our daily duties at this busy 
time of the year. But we have come 
hither to-day to give expression to the 
great respect which we all entertain for 
our deceased associate, and to show you 
who mourn, by our personal presence, 
better than we could by the resolutions 
which you have just heard, how much 
wo esteemed him. The Principal of the 
Institution in which, for a long time, he 
had been an earnest and successful in¬ 
structor; the matron and all of the pro¬ 
fessors and teachers, who are able to 
bo present, are here to-day to mingle 
their tears around the decaying remains 
of one, whose loss wo all deplore and 
whose memory we cherish, and to ^assist 
in these last solemn rites of burial. 

Mr. Burnet was no common man. He 
possessed a mind of a very superior order, 
and it was highly cultivated. He has 
long been regarded as one of the very 
first and most eminent of the cultivated 
deaf-mutes of this country or any other 
country, and his name will always rank 
very high among men who have risen 
superior to obstacles and difficulties ap¬ 
parently insurmountable. It will be a long¬ 
time before the place he has occupied, for 
many years in the circle of his mute as¬ 
sociates, will be filled. His brethren will 
always hold his name in high estimation. 
He was a self-educated man. If he had 
enjoyed the full possession of all his fac¬ 
ulties, you would not have been able to 
keep him within the narrow bounds of 
your little rural village. He would have 
been called to fill a wider sphere in con¬ 
nection with some of our higher institu¬ 
tions of learning, or to some other public 
position of honor and trust. And yet 
while we speak of what he lias achieved 
in spite of physicial disabilities, it is 
possible, as has been already intimated, 
that it may be due to his misfortune that 
his attention was turned so largely to the 
cultivation of his mind, for, cut off, as lie 
was, by the loss of hearing and, in a great 
measure, of speech also, from the ordinary 
avenues of activity, and from intercourse 
with his fellow men, lie was forced to 
commune more -with himself and to seek 
for information and recreations in liter¬ 
ary pursuit. But still he had a natural 
taste for such pursuit. He had an active 
mind, a natural thirst for knowledge. 
He made great attainment in all the or¬ 
dinary branches of science. He had a 
very retentive memory, and ho knew 
well how to use the knowledge he. had 
gained. H,e was a ready and polished 
writer. His style was clear and simple. 
Although he wrote much under his sig¬ 
nature, he probably wrote more anony¬ 
mously, for which he received no credit. 
If all his published productions were to be 
gathered together, they would fill several 
volumes. It is to be hoped that some 
one, who is qualified for the task, will 
write his memoir, and give it to the pub¬ 
lic together with a selection from his 
writings. You, who as his neighbors and 
friends, saw him so often and, though

Those pupils of tlie institution who 
have passed the school year without re¬ 
ceiving discredit marks from the moni¬ 
tors were rewarded with appropriate pre¬ 
sents. Prof. Noyes prefaced the presen¬ 
tations by expressing his appreciation of 
the general conduct pf the scholars dur¬ 
ing the year, which has been excellent. 

This is the close of the eighth year of 
the connection of Prof. Noyes with the. 
institution, during which time it has 
made most satisfactory progress, and the 
high state of discipline and educational 
proficiency manifested by the pupils fur¬ 
nishes indubitable evidence of the faith¬ 
ful work performed by the Professor and 
assistant teachers.
